plished by the registration of voters. | 
, The certificate remaina in the posses- 
ion of the registrated voter unless he 
looses It, and cannot offer Bny aid, 
either to the officers of the election 
nor to the public, nor interested per 
sons, In determining in advance of 
the election who is entitled to vote 
The reqnirement that the vtter shall 
present a certificate of the (set that he 
is registered Is the Imposing of an- 
other qualification upon the voter not 
prescribed bv the Constitution, and b 
a limitation upon h:s right to vote 
It is In no sense a reasonable regula- 
tion of the right of suflrage and if tin 
voter should happen to lorse his cer 
(ilicate, the burden Is Imposed upon 
him of obtaining a duplicate thereof, 

V- and of paying therefor the sum pro- 
vided in the act before he can exer 
else the privilege of voting. 

The Constitution itself in Section 
145 fixes the qualifications for a vo 
ter and provides who shall vote. The 
act under consideration disqualifies a 
person lrom voting who loses a 
certificate, and If he would exercise 
the privlllge of voting he must then 
pay a stipulated sum In order that 
he may vote. 

I am clearly of the opinion that the 
act under consldeiation is unconsti- 
I * tutlonal. T. ere are other reasons 
which might be given, but It would 
make this opinion of undue length, 
and aa this case Is to be determined by 
the Court of Appeals, it is not neces- 
sary that I should consider the ques 
tion further. I have merely stated 
brie fl y the reasons which constrain me 
in bolding that the act is unconstitu- 
tional.

date of sale and purchase of same. 
Said rale shall be made by the mar- 
shal of said city. 

Sec 3. The city council reserve 
the right to reject any and all bids 
fir said fianchise. 

Sec. 4. All ordinances and parts 
ot ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed.

NOT GUILTY IS VERDICT. 



In Case of Callaban and French, 
Charged Witb Subornation 
of Perjury. 



Mt. Sterling, Ky., Sept. 19. — After 
being out for seven hours, the jury in 
the case of Ed Callabah and B. F. 
French, charged with subornation 
of perjury In connection with the 
trial of Curtis Jett and Tom White 
for the murder of James B. Marcum, 
returned a verdict of not guilty, and 
the defendants were dismissed. 

When the jury first retired to the 
jury room the members were divided 
on the merits of the esse, eight stand 
ing for acquittal and lour for convic- 
tion. Jt is not known how the ver- 
dict of acquittal was finally reached, 
and none of the jurors will talk. 

These partits were charged with 
having by means of threats and 
bribes procured a man by the name 
of Adams to swear in the Jett-White 
trial last summer that Jett was on 
the streets of Jackson when J. B Mar- 
cum was killed.

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WAS PATHETIC SCENE 



When Armer Was Brought in 
Court at Calhoun. 



Held For The First Time His 
Young Baby.— Large Crowd 
Was Affected. 



No more touching scene has, pre- 
haps ever occurred in Kentucky than 
that which took place in the Circuit 
:ourt room at Calhoun Tuesday after 
noon when W. W. Armer, the preach- 
er who is charged with the murder of 
his son, was brought into the court 
room, haggard from long incarcera- 
tion fatigued and covered witb dust 
from the long drive from Owensboro to 
Calhoun and the center of attraction 
of a curious crowd gathered about the 
courthouse. Armer entered the court 
room at 5 o’clock, handcuffed and in 
charge of Sheriff Henry, of McLean 
county. 

Aa the two walked up the aisle to- 
ward the enclosed space around the 
Judge’s stand, a sob came from the 
woman seated on the front bench 
with three children around her and a 
babe of a few months in her arms. 
Armer recognized his wife, and for 
the first time slace the commission of 
his horrible deed, his apparent indif- 
ference to circumstances disappeared 
and hl 9 self-control broke down com- 
pletely. 

Armer had never before beheld the 
infant which bis wife held in her 
arms. It was born a lew days after 
he was spirited away from Calhoun 
and taken to Owensboro for safe- 
keeping. The child was laid in his 
arms and, holding it Id his breast, he 
knelt on the court room floor. Witb 
his wife and children in a half-circle 
about him he began a plaintive pray- 
er which continued tor several min 
utes. As he invoked the blessing of 
Almighty God upon his family and 
upon himself the crowd, notwith- 
standing the fact that It was compos- 
ed largely ot men who would gladly 
see the preacher banged, became af- 
fected by the pathos of the scene 
Strong men trembled and sobbed. 
The court officials ceased their work 
and stood with bowed heads.

I notice 
that Judge Pa.k^r in his acceptance 
speech, announces the doctrine that 
the common law affords a complete 
remedy against monopolies. This 
announcement is in conflict with the 
opinion of Congress and many State 
Legislatures, which have pissed stat- 
utes seeking to che< k or r« strain mo 
nopdlits. It is contrary to the opin- 
ion of the Democratic Court of Ap- 
pea's of Kentucky, which court 
like that of New York, is the court of 
last resort. Prior to June, 1899 cer 
tain insurance companies had, as was 
alleged, formed a combination to sti- 
fle competition and increas; the cost 
ot fire insurance. The companies 
were indicted in the Franklin Circuit 
court, tried, convicted and fined. The 
Circuit Judge (Cantrill) holding that 
under the common la v the defendants 
were guilty. The defendants appeal- 
ed, and the Kentucky Court of Ap- 
peals, composed of four Democrats 
and three Republicans— I being one 
of the three — held that defendants 
could not be punished, there being 
no statute prescribing a punishment, 
and the common Uw not reaching 
the case, six ot the seven Judges con- 
curring, the writer hereof alone dis- 
senting. I afterward b;came Chief 
Justice of the court. So far as I am 
advised, the illustrious ex-Chief Jus- 
tice of New Y irk and the humble ex - 
Chief Justice of Kentucky ar; the on 
ly Judges that bav; ever held that the 
common law was violated by 
such combination. (Seecasecf Aetna 
Insurance Company vs. Common 
werlth if 9 Ky , 871 also 51 S. \V. 
624 for a full report of this case ) 

The significance of Judge Patker's 
statement is that it can be taken by 
the monopolists and trusts that he 
will not favor any legis'ation snp 
pressing or punishing them tor npy 
combination they may enter into. 
Section 197 of the Constitution o( 
Kentucky says that no railroad, 
steamboat, or other common carrier, 
under heavy penalty, to be fixed by 
the General Assembly, shall give a 
free pass or passes, or shall furnish 
•irkets at ratea not common to the 
public to any officer, and provides 
that any officer accepting the same 
sba'l forfeit his office Then follows 
tbes; words: "It shall be the duty 

of the General Assembly to->nactlaws 
to enforce the provision ot this see 
tion " 

The Democrats, except one session, 
have controlled the Legislature ever 
since the adoption of the Constitution 
in 1891, and have disregarded the 
above provision and left the common 
carriers free to debauch officials by 



giving free passes I.vst winter a 1

Good Things for the Housewife to 
Know. 

To prevent ruga from curling at 
the corners bind them on the under 
edge with a piece of narrow webbing 
like that used to hold furniture 
springs in place. 

Box eggs are very liable to crack 
when being boiled. If yon stick • 
pin carefnlly through each end before 
boiling, you need have no bar ol 
them cracking in the pan. 

When boiling old potatoes add a 
little milk to the water in which they 
are boiled. This prevents them turn- 
ing dntk In the cooking and improves 
the flavor. 

To test coflee. — Pour cold water 
upon it. If it is pure, the water will 
be very slightly colored; if adulter- 
ated with chicory, the water will take 
a brownish hue. 

Hard brushes may be rendered soft 
by allowing them to soak for twenty- 
four hours in taw linseed oil. After 
this, rinse them out In hot turpen- 
tine, and. if necessary, repeat the 
whole process. 

Keeping flowers fresh — Always clip 
oil the tips ot the stalks before put- 
ting them in Iresh water, which 
should be just ofl the chill. Always; 
have pertectly clean vases. A pinch 
oi charcoal powder in each vase Is a 
good preservative. 

Rusty flat irons can be made clean < 
and as smooth as glass by the use ot i 
beeswax and salt. Tie a lump of | 
wax in a piece of cloth, and kx.ep It 
for the purpose. When the iron is 
hot, rub it with the wax, and then 
scour with a paper or cloth sprinkled 
with salt. Wax the iron again before 
putting it away, lor a little film of 
wax will prevent the formation ot 
rust. 

When hanging clothes to dry, first 
hang up by the thickest part, waist 
or neckband, etc., because If hung by 
the thinner part the water would run 
-Into the thicker part, lodge there, and 
take longer to dry, Second, hang up 
everything wrong side out, so that 
any accidental soil will not do so 
much damage as li it appeared on the 
right side. 

The care ot frying-pana — It ia a 
mistake to wash a irying-pan. If 
any housewife doubts this let her try 
it and prove the result. The pan 
should be placed over the fire to melt 
thoroughly all the fat which has re- 
mained In it, and while thia ia hot

Largest Egg Farm. 

What is said to be the largest egg 
farm in the world la one owned and 
managed by C. E. L Hayward at Han- 
cock, N H. According to the Rural 
New York it has at this time over 
8,400 hens, kept in 600 small houses, 
fourteen in each. The hens are nev- 
er a. lowed outside their eight foot 
square coops, and are never fed green 
feed, contrary to the teachings of all 
other poultry keepers. Eaeh hen 
gets about a qnarttr of a pound per 
day of beef scraps, glnten, hominy 
teed, wheat, etc., with a little salt, 
ground shells, grit and charcoal, and 
plenty of clean water. They average 
100 eggs each during the year, for 
which ihe high average ot 26 cents a 
dozen 1 b received, or a total of $2.17. 
It costs about $1.17 each for teed 
so that the profit on each hen Is about 
$1. The droppings go to ferterlize 
a large orchard and are a score of 
profit. Only youug henB are kept; 
the second year they are sold and pul- 
lets bought for th - next year’s egg 
crop,
